You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Exeter  on  Tuesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  March  next, 
at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  fol- 
lowing subjects : 

1st.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  a  town 
clerk. 

2nd.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one 
selectman  for  three  years. 

3rd.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trustee 
of  the  Robinson  Female  Seminary  for  the  term  of 
seven  years. 

4th.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one 
trustee  of  the  trust  funds  held  by  the  town  of  Exeter, 
to  hold  office  for  three  years. 

5th.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one 
trustee  of  the  Swasey  Parkway  for  three  years. 

6th.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers, 
auditors,  or  committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

7th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  use  of  Robinson  Female  Semi- 
nary during  the  coming  year,  and  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor, 
for  repairing  highways,  for  repairing  and  building 
bridges,  for  repairing  and  building  sidewalks,  for 
building  drains  and  sewers,  for  oiling  streets,  for  pay- 
ment of  the  town"  debt,  for  lighting  streets,  for  defray- 


ing  expenses  of  decorating  the  graves  of  soldiers,  for 
preventing  the  spread  of  insect  pests  within  the  town, 
for  the  payment  of  firemen  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  for 
other  charges  arising  within  the  town. 

8th.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  and 
other  officers  and  committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass 
any  vote  arising  therefrom. 

9th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
town  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

10th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  the  issuance  and  distribution  of  printed 
matter  to  call  attention  to  the  resources  and  natural 
advantages  of  the  town  and  to  assist  on  planning  and 
development  for  the  benefit  of  the  town  in  co-operation 
with  other  towns  co-ordinated  in  the  Seacoast  Regional 
Development  Association  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars   ($300.00). 

11th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
Seagrave  185  Pumper  with  necessary  equipment  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty  dollars  ($9860.00)  for  the  same. 

12th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
Case  sidewalk  tractor  plow  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
twelve  hundred  sixty-seven  dollars  ($1267.00)  for  the 
same. 

13th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  apply  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($7500.00) 
each  year  from  the  Academy  Tax  refund  money  against 
payment  of  bonded  debt. 

14th.  On  petition  of  Walter  0.  Pennell  and  twenty- 
five  others  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  require  the 
Trustees  of  Oilman  Park  to  submit  annually  for  the 
town  report  a  financial  statement  of  their  trusteeship  in 
a  manner  similar  to  those  submitted  by  trustees  of  other 
property  held  for  the  benefit  of  Exeter. 


15th.  On  petition  of  Christy  Doncedy  and  ten  others 
to  see  if  the  town  will  install  an  electric  light  on 
Williams  Court,  about  ten  feet  on  the  left  from  Center 
Street. 

On  petition  of  Alma  Langley  and  ten  others 
to  have  a  street  light  on  Harvard  Street  moved  to  give 
better  service  to  residents. 

17th.  On  petition  of  Raymond  Rogers  and  ten  others 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  two  street  lights. 
One  at  the  entrance  of  the  Exeter  Country  Club,  the 
other  at  the  further  end  of  Webster  Avenue. 

18th.  On  petition  of  Edward  J.  Campbell  and  ten 
others  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  High- 
way Department  to  grade  up  the  further  end  of  Ash 
Street  as  far  as  the  Seminary  fence  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  for  the  same. 

19th.  On  petition  of  William  L.  Waleryszak  and 
fourteen  others  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  an 
eight  inch  sewerage  system  on  Spruce  Street  from  Co- 
lumbus Avenue  to  the  corner  of  Washington  Street  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2000.00) 
for  the  same. 

20th.  On  petition  of  Edward  J.  Campbell  and 
twenty-eight  others  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2000.00) 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  men  and  women  who 
served  in  World  War  H,  a  welcome  home  celebration 
to  take  place  in  late  Summer  or  early  Fall,  when  they 
all  return  home,  in  appreciation  for  their  services  to 
their  Country.  The  committee  consisting  of  the  Com- 
manders oi  the  American  Legion,  the  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars,  three  Selectmen,  and  three  business  or 
professional  men  not  connected  with  any  Military  or- 
ganization. 

21st.  On  petition  of  Albert  M.  Taylor  and  sixteen 
others  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  ,a  sewerage 
system  on  Epping  Road  from  Brentwood  Road  to  resi- 


dence   of   Kenneth   Hill   and   appropriate   the   sum   of 
eight  thousand  dollars  ($8000.00)  for  the  same. 

22nd.  On  petition  of  Renfrew  A.  Thomson  and  twelve 
others,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  taken  at  the  Special 
School  District  Meeting  relative  to  co-education,  to  see  if 
the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Trustees  of  Robinson 
Female  Seminary  to  cease  operation  of  the  seminary 
for  the  education  of  females  as  of  the  fall  of  1946. 

23rd.  On  petition  of  Renfrew  A.  Thomson  and 
twelve  others  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  convey  for 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  ($1.00),  the  land,  buildings  and 
all  equipment  belonging  to  the  town,  comprising  the 
Robinson  Female  Seminary,  to  the  School  District  of 
the  Town  of  Exeter  and  to  authorize  and  instruct  the 
Selectmen  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  town  to  take  all 
steps  that  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  this  vote  and 
to  sign  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  town  all  deeds  and 
other  instruments. 

24th.  On  petition  of  Renfrew  A.  Thomson  and 
twelve  others  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
trustees  of  the  Robinson  Female  Seminary  and  the 
committee  on  co-education  to  immediately  petition  the 
Superior  Court  for  instructions  as  to  the  use  of  the 
interest  from  the  Robinson  Fund  to  pay  teachers  of 
females  in  a  co-educational  system  rather  than  a  female 
seminary,  to  authorize  employment  of  counsel  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  dollars 
($700.00)  for  payment  of  counsel  and  other  legal  fees. 

25th.  On  petition  of  Renfrew  A.  Thomson  and 
twelve  others  to  pass  any  other  vote  oic  votes  that  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  co-education  into  effect. 

26th.  On  petition  of  Ralph  E.  Meras  and  eighteen 
others  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  stop  buying  fire 
insurance. 

27th.  On  petition  of  Ralph  E.  Meras  and  twenty-two 
others  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  bridge 
suitable  for  the  passage  of  one  automobile  and  foot 


passengers  across  the  river  at  the  entrance  of  Oilman 
Park  at  the  foot  of  the  road  which  passes  the  Gym- 
nasium of  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  five  thousand  dollars  ($5000.00)  for 
this  purpose. 

28th.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting.

Gentlemen:  Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  audit  and 
examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Exeter  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1945,  which  has  been  made  by  this 
Division  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town  meeting. 
Schedules  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 

Scope  of  Audit 

Included  in  the  audit  and  examination  were  the  accounts 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town 
Clerk,  Road  Agent,  Library  Treasurer,  Clerk  of  the  Municipal 
Court,  Trustees  of  Swasey  Parkway  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

Financial  Statements 
Indebtedness,  Valution  and  Taxes:  (Schedules  A  and  A  1) 

Comparative  statements  showing  the  Indebtedness,  Valua- 
tion and  Taxes  assessed  during  the  ten-year  period  ending  De- 
cember 31,  1945,  are  presented  in  Schedules  A  and  A-1. 

Balance  Sheets  —  December  31 ,  1944 — December  31,  1945: 
(Schedule  B) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  for  the  fiscal  years  ended  De- 
cember 31,  1944,  and  December  31,  1945,  are  submitted  in 
Schedule  B. 
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Change  in  Financial  Condition: 

As  shown  by  Schedule  B,  the  Net  Debt  was  reduced  by 
$87,758.17,  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1945. 
This  resulted  principally  from  the  retirement  of  bonds  and 
a  net  budget  surplus. 

The  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  town  during  the 
year  may  be  summarized  as  follows:

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1945,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the 
uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Schedule  D. 
Proof  of  the  trea.surer's  balance,  as  of  December  31,  1945,  is 
indicated  in  Schedule  E. 
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Comparative  Statements  oj  Appropriations  and  Expenditures  —  Esti- 
mated and  Actual  Reve?mes:  (Schedules  F  and  G) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  De- 
cember 31,  1945,  are  presented  in  Schedules  F  and  G.  As 
indicated  by  the  budget  summary,  a  net  excess  of  actual  over 
estimated  revenues  of  161,581.37,  less  a  net  overdraft  of  ap- 
propriations of  $3,370.04,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of 
$58,211.33. 

Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were 
examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were 
compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as 
entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by 
source  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book 
balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank 
balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from  depositary  banks. 


Tax  Accounts 

The  tax  warrants  for  the  levies  of  1945,  1944,  1943  and  1942, 
and  the  tax  sale  accounts  for  the  levies  of  1944,  1943  and  1942, 
were  examined.  Summaries  indicating  the  activity  in  these 
accounts  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1945,  are 
presented  in  Schedules  H,  I,  J  and  K,  respectively. 

Records  of  the  collector  for  the  sewer,  sidewalk  and  spraying 
assessments,  as  well  as  the  collection  of  business  licenses  and 
permits,  were  examined.  These  accounts  are  summarized  in 
Schedules  L  and  M. 
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Toitm  Clerk 

The  accounts  and  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined 
and  aucUted.  All  funds  received  by  the  clerk  on  account  of 
the  issuance  of  motor  vehicle  permits,  dog  licenses  and  business 
licenses  and  permits  were  properly  accounted  for  through  re- 
mittances to  the  treasurer.     (Schedule  N) 

Road  Agent 

The  accounts  of  the  road  agent  were  examined  and  a  sum- 
marized statement  is  presented  in  Schedule  O.  All  payrolls 
issued  by  the  road  agent  were  inspected  and  checks  to  highway 
employees  issued  by  the  road  agent  were  compared  therewith. 

Supporting  Schedule  O-l  shows  in  detail  the  payments  made 
by  the  town  to  the  road  agent  during  the  year,  indicating  the 
purposes  for  which  such  payments  were  made. 

A  summary  statement  of  the  road  agent's  income  tax  with- 
holding account  is  contained  in  Schedule  0-2. 

General  Comments 

Reimbursement  of  State  and  County  Taxes: 

During  the  year  the  Town  of  Exeter  received  from  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  the  sum  of  $13,278.58,  and  from  Rocking- 
ham County,  $48,240.73.  This  represented  the  amount  of 
State  and  County  taxes  and  interest  thereon  which  were  in- 
cluded in  the  Exeter  Academy  Tax  Judgment  and  which  had 
previously  been  refunded  and  abated  by  the  Town  to  Exeter 
Academy.     A  summary  of  this  account  is  presented  herewith:

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PREVENT  FOREST  FIRES  —  IT  PAYS 

An  average  of  7,30U  acres  of  woodland  are  burned  over  by 
forest  fires  in  New  Hampshire  each  year,  destroying  many 
thousand  dollars  worth  of  property  of  all  description.  It  costs 
many  additional  thousands  of  dollars  and  requires  valuable 
man  hours,  taken  from  other  essential  work,  to  extinguish  them. 
These  losses  affect  the  personal  fortunes  of  the  owners,  and 
town  and  state  economies.    Everyone  loses  because  of  them. 

Analysis  of  fire  causes  reveals  the  fact  that  more  than  98  per- 
cent of  all  forest  fires  are,  consistently,  the  result  of  human 
carelessness  and  are  preventable. 

We  have  been  extremely  fortunate  during  the  past  few  years. 
Favorable  fire  weather  and  war-time  restrictions  on  travel, 
which  kept  people  off  the  highways  and  out  of  the  woods,  have 
aided  materially  in  reducing  fire  risks,  keeping  fires  fewer  and 
fire  losses  low. 

We  now  face  changed  conditions.  People  can  travel  freely. 
Their  love  for  travel  and  the  freedom  of  the  woods  will  bring 
them  out  in  ever  increasing  numbers.  This  will  step  up  the 
fire  risks  materially.  The  accelerated  cutting  of  the  war  years 
has  resulted  in  additional  thousands  of  slash  acres.  These 
factors,  combined  with  a  possible  dry  season  and  human  care- 
lessness could  easily  produce  a  catastrophe.  Everyone  must, 
consequently,  be  on  his  guard.     He  should 

1 .  Be  careful  with  fire  or  when  smoking  in  or  near 
woodlands. 

2.  Cooperate  with  the  local  forest  fire  warden  and  his 
deputies  by 

a.  Abiding  cheerfully  with  whatever  restrictions 

it  may  be  necessary  to  impose.     They  are 
intended  only  to  be  helpful. 

b.  Securing  permits  to  burn  debris  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

c.  Seeing  that  others  comply  with  the  require- 
ments. 
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d.     Promptly  coming  to  the  warden's  assistance 
when  needed. 

If  these  few  fundamental  practices  are  followed  it  will  be 
possible  to  PREVENT  a  large  proportion  of  FOREST  FIRES 
from  starting.  —  That  PAYS  !

Public  Library  Report 


LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

The  year  1945  brought  with  it  the  end  to  World  War  II, 
an  event  for  which  we  all  are  sincerely  thankful,  though  also 
apprehensive  of  the  challenge  that  it  offers  not  only  to  libraries, 
but  to  educational  institutions  throughout  the  world.  At 
the  same  time  I  wish  to  extend  a  hearty  welcome  to  every  citizen 
of  Exeter  to  enjoy  HIS  library  and  the  opportunities  that  it 
offers  to  him. 

It  is  a  little  disappointing  lo  note  that  the  circulation  dr-;  pped 
to  a  certain  extent  during  the  past  year;  this,  however,  may 
be  due  to  the  fact  that  the  tension  of  war  has  given  way  to 
the  lethargy  of  peace.  Worthy  of  mention  also  is  the  extreme 
popularity  of  the  various  magazines. 

The  Children's  Story  Hours  still  continue  to  bring  large 
audiences. 

Mr.  Laurence  Grosbie,  popular  authority  on  Indian  life, 
gave  an  interesting  talk,  "How  the  Little  Indian  Children 
Lived,"  and  the  arrowheads  and  tomahawks  that  he  displayed 
added  much  to  the  children's  pleasure.  On  Halloween  the 
juvenile  room  abounded  in  witches,  black  cats,  and  pumpkins. 
Mrs.  Donald  Miller,  in  weird  costume,  read  two  stories  appro- 
priate to  the  occasion.  During  Children's  Book  Week  an 
effort  was  made  to  show  the  young  people  the  value  of  good 
reading.  Miss  Patridge  staged  an  original  skit,  entitled 
''Parade  of  the  Book  People,"  and  the  star  performers  were 
regular  visitors  of  the  library.  Mr.  Folds,  art  instructor  of 
the  Academy,  delighted  an  enthusiastic  group  of  children  by 
drawing  for  them  dozens  of  clever  and  amusing  cartoons. 
At  Christmas  time  we  held  two  performances  of  a  Yuletide 
program,  thus  enabling  more  children  to  attend.  The  play, 
"A  Christmas  Miracle"  and  tableaux,  accompanied  by  music, 
were  presented.  Miss  Patridge  has  also  read  to  the  children 
on  several  mornings. 
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For  a  lew  monihs  air[)lant's  made  by  the  youngsters  have 
been  on  display.  There  are  some  promising  artists  among  the 
children,  and  their  drawings  have  been  displayed  from  time 
to  time.  The  Seminary  and  High  School  showed  some  of 
their  fine  work  during  "Art  Week." 

The  Exeter  Historical  Society  at  various  times  exhibited 
articles  which  splendidly  represented  a  long-forgotten  day. 
On  another  occasion  the  show  case  contained  examples  of  ex- 
otic Indian  handicraft.  At  present  there  is  an  interesting  and 
informative  display  of  Exeter  imprints. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  trustees  and 
staff  for  their  fine  cooperation  during  the  year.

The  four  new  teachers  are  all  doing  excellent  work,  and  are 
cooperating  with  other  teachers  and  pupils. 
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Substitutes 

Mrs.  Lawrence  Adams,  Mrs.  James  Logan,  and  Mrs.  Edmund 
Richards  have  shown  their  deep  interest  in  the  Seminary  by 
responding  cheerfully  and  quickly  to  any  necessary  7:00  A.  M. 
call  for  a  substitute. 

Medical  Inspection 

Miss  McQuade,  the  Red  Cross  nurse,  and  Dr.  Gilbert,  the 
school  physician,  have  always  been  ready  to  give  any  necessary 
help.  Miss  McQuade  weighs  and  measures  the  pupils,  and 
tests  their  eyesight  and  hearing.  Dr.  Gilbert  gives  a  general 
examination.  The  records  are  carefully  kept  by  Miss  McQuade, 
who  takes  time  in  the  summer  to  talk  over  children''s  defects 
with  the  parents.  Last  spring  when  there  were  many  cases  of 
sore  throat,  and  two  of  scarlet  fever,  the  advice  of  Miss  Mc- 
Quade and  of  Dr.  Gilbert  probably  prevented  an  epidemic. 

Physical  Education 

Physical  education  in  the  winter  has  exercise  drills  and  dances 
which  form  the  program  that  the  spectators  at  the  Gymnastic 
Exhibition  in  March  always  enjoy  watching.  Ping-pong  and 
badminton  are  played  in  the  assembly  hall,  and  there  are  tour- 
naments to  find  the  school  champions.  The  varsity  basketball 
team  generally  has  return  games  with  Epping,  Hampton,  New- 
market, and  Sanborn.  In  the  spring  and  the  fall,  there  are 
opportunities  for  brisk  class  games  of  basketball,  soft  ball, 
hockey  and  soccer,  and  also  for  a  track  meet. 

Courses 

There  are  four  courses  approved  by  the  state:  the  General, 
the  Academic,  the  Commercial,  and  the  Home  Economics. 
The  last  three  prepare  respectively  for  college,  for  business,  and 
for  nursing,  dietetic,  or  institutional  work. 
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Music 

C'horal  work,  music  appreciation,  music  hislory,  and  ele- 
mentary harmony  are  taught.  Girls  have  a  chance  to  join  the 
chorus,  the  Glee  Club,  the  Orchestra,  and  the  Band.  At 
Christmas  time,  carols  arc  svmg,  and  a  cantata  is  given.  The 
Glee  Club  enjoys  singing  annually  for  the  Woman's  Club.  The 
various  groups  of  musicians  furnish  music  for  all  school  affairs 
except  the  dances. 


Emphasis  is  being  placed  this  year  on  free-brush  original  de- 
sign in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  also  on  the  study  of  the 
color  wheel  and  the  color  harmonies.  Some  fashion  work, 
lettering,  and  textile  designs  are  being  done  in  the  eighth  grade 
by  using  the  medium  of  show-card  paint.  The  Appreciation 
of  Art  Course  in  the  eighth  grade  includes  the  making  of  a 
notebook  with  sections  on  the  application  of  color  and  design 
to  clothes  and  furnishings  and  a  section  on  famous  artists  and 
their  paintings. 

Several  groups  of  girls  from  the  tenth,  eleventh,  and  twelfth 
grades  have  elected  a  one-period  a  week  art  course.  They  are 
working  on  a  project  of  costume  figures  of  the  children  of  all  na- 
tions for  the  spring  exhibition.  Some  have  decorated  trays 
and  bo.iies  with  oil  colors. 

Dramatics 

Plays  are  read  and  sometimes  acted  in  the  English  classes. 
A  Christmas  play  was  given  by  the  eighth  grade  in  the  Assem- 
bly Hall.  The  Juniors  usually  present  two  one-act  plays  at 
the  High  School,  in  the  spring.  The  Senior  girls  cooperate 
with  the  boys  in  giving  a  long  play  on  two  successive  evenings 
in  December. 
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h'  arnings 

If  pupils  find  subjects  difficult,  warning  slips  are  sent  to  the 
parents  so  that  something  may  be  done  to  prevent  failure.  On 
the  slips  are  listed  seven  causes  of  trouble,  and  the  parents  are 
asked  whether  one  of  the  seven  mentioned  or  some  other  is 
responsible  for  the  child's  difficulty.  There  have  been  many 
helpful  answers. 

Well  Nourished  Pupils 

As  the  Seminary  has  about  300  pupils  and  teachers,  nothing 
in  the  line  of  food  can  be  sold  except  milk.  Accordingly,  it 
is  very  necessary  that  the  girls  eat  a  good  breakfast,  and  bring 
a  wholesome  lunch  tor  the  twenty-minute  recess  at  noon,  if 
they  are  to  have  sufficient  energy  to  do  their  school  work  effi- 
ciently. 

Stamps  and  Bonds 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year,  while  the  war  was  still  going 
on,  the  pupils  and  the  teachers,  in  the  weekly  sale  of  stamps 
and  bonds,  always  had  a  percent  in  the  nineties.  Although 
the  percent  is  now  in  the  eighties,  those  of  us  still  buying  feel 
that  we  are  acquiring  the  habit  of  systematic  saving,  and  are 
also  helping  the  government  care  for  the  servicemen. 

Assembly  Hall 

Until  November  the  Assembly  Hall  was  used  for  many  oc- 
casions like  addresses,  concerts,  and  the  Gymnastic  Exhibi- 
tion, as  we  were  allowed  to  have  there  any  group  numbering 
not  more  than  375  people.  Fire  Chief  Simpson  then  said  that 
it  was  necessary  to  limit  the  use  of  the  top  floor,  which  has  not 
only  the  hall,  but  also  two  recitation  rooms,  to  70  people. 
This  loss  of  a  large  meeting  place  has  been  somewhat  mitigated 
by  having  assemblies  for  110  pupils  in  the  Main  Room,  and 
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by  sometimes  using  the  High  School  Auditorium,  which  Mr. 
Harriman  has  very  generously  placed  at  our  disposal. 

.\ole  to  Parents 

Parents  are  most  cordially  invited  to  visit  the  Seminary  at 
any  time,  either  to  attend  classes,  or  to  confer  with  the  teachers. 
Those  too  busy  to  visit  school  can  often  give  the  teachers  useful 
information  by  telephone,  or  by  letters.  If  parents  and  teachers 
work  together  for  the  good  of  the  children,  much  in  the  way  of 
education  should  be  accomplished.
